Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After extensive searching and analysis of the best prior art in light of Applicant's 
claimed invention, Examiner finds that the Chelliah '887, Farmer *830 and 
MUD/Smith/Cowan references all require a "centralized" client/service provider, (i.e.: 
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electronic mall), server connection wherein there is no direct access between the 
client/consumer device and the individual suppliers of goods, (target websites/stores). 
In contrast. Applicant's invention allows for multiple communication paths wherein the 
user may access the service provider and the target website and moreover, the target 
website, using a unique user identifier, may access the user's record at the service 
provider without user intervention. 

Thus, Examiner is persuaded by this unique use of the target website as a proxy 
device, between the user and the service provider, within the ecommerce system.
